High 

Spirits 

and  High 

Hopes

Saturday.  June  8. 
1991  was  a  perfect 
Commencement  Day- 
bright  sun,  blue  skies, 
clear  light,  just  the 
right  temperature.  The 
record  number  of  2,600 
candidates  assembled 
in  the  Convocation 
Center  were  pleased  with  themselves  and  in 
high  spirits.  The  capacity  crowd  of  1 3 ,000 
relatives  and  friends  were  pleased  both  with 
the  candidates  and  with  their  supporting  role 
in  the  University's  237th  graduation 
exercises. 

The  pleasure  of  Ohio  Governor  George  V 
Voinovich.  AB  '58,  LLD  '8 1 .  who  would  give 
the  day's  address,  and  his  wife.  Janet —soon 
to  be  an  honorary  Class  of  1991  member- 
was  evident  from  the  moment  theystepped 
away  from  the  helicopter  to  be  greeted  by 
President  Charles  Ping  and  escorted  to  the 
Convocation  Center. 

"What  a  thrill  it  is  to  be  here  today  as  the 
first  Ohio  University  graduate  to  become 
governor— and  to  deliver  my  first  college 
commencement  address  to  graduating 
seniors  from  my  own  alma  mater."  Voinovich 
told  the  crowd. 

Voinovich  was  awarded  his  bachelor's 
degree  on  Sunday,  June  8. 1 958.  in  the 


University's  186th  Commencement  exercises. 

That  day.  33  years  earlier,  the  weatherman 
did  not  cooperate,  with  rain  forcing  the 
planned  College  Green  ceremony  for  874 
bachelor's  and  master's  candidates  to  move 
into  Memorial  Auditorium,  capacity  2. 800. 
leaving  many  of  the  5.500  guests  to  listen  to  a 
broadcast  in  Baker  Center. 

Some  University  officials  had  feared  that 
the  mood  of  1 99 1  's  ceremony  would  be 
dampened  by  a  protest  organized  by  seniors

opposed  to  Gov.  Voinovich's  views  on  abortion 
and  education  funding.  But  the  organizers 
chose  not  to  disrupt  the  occasion  but  instead 
to  pass  out  red  ribbons  for  graduates  to  wear 
as  protest  symbols. 

Later.  President  Ping  told  Faculty  Senate  he 
was  "proud  of  the  graduating  class. . .  .and 
proud  of  members  of  the  class  for  speaking 
their  minds  on  social  and  political  issues  and 
at  the  same  time  respecting  the  possibility  of 
disagreement." 

Voinovich,  president  of  Student 
Government  his  senior  year,  told  the 
graduates  that,  focused  on  going  on  to  law 
school,  he  couldn't  remember  who  spoke  at 
his  Commencement  or  what  he  said,  but  that 
"I  do  know  that.  33 years  from  now.  you  will 
look  back  on  your  days  here  as  some  of  the 
most  enjoyable,  informative  and  inspiring 
of  your  life."  adding,  "but  for  my  coming  to 
Athens  and  receiving  both  the  academic 
education  and  political  experience  I  got  here,  I 
would  not  be  governor  today. " 

The  speaker  Voinovich  couldn't  recall  was 
Ralph  M.  Besse.  executive  vice  president  of 
Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating,  whose 
1 958  address  with  its  call  for  graduates  to 
participate  in  civic  life  and  improvement  of 
U.S.  education  had  distinct  similarities  to  the 
governor's  remarks. 

On  education.  Voinovich  pointed  to  the 
parallel  between  the  current  concern  with  the 
nation's  education  system  and  the  fall  of  his 
senior  year,  when  the  Soviet  Union  launched 
the  "Sputnik"  satellite  and  set  off  a  drive  to 
improve  U.S.  education  and  catch  up  in  the 
space  race. 

"Once  again  a  stunned  America  rededicates 
itself  to  advancing  public  education."  he  said 
of  the  current  scene.  "The  success  you  will

enjoy  as  adults  competing  in  the  global 
marketplace —and  surely  the  success  of  your 
ch  ildren  —  will  depend  on  large  measure  on 
whether  we  fix  that  (education)  system,  once 
and  for  all , . . . 

"I  myself  have  pledged  to  be  the  education 
governor  and  to  make  Ohio  the  education 
state." 

He  asked  the  grads  to  help  accomplish  this 
by  considering  teaching  careers,  and  said  he 
would  push  for  "alternative  certification"  to 
allow  relatively  easy  access  to  the  teaching 
profession  by  qualified  people  in  many  fields. 

He  also  asked  them  to  consider  "making 
yourself  available  in  some  capacity  to  help  in 
our  state's  primary  or  secondary  schools. . . . 
My  goal  is  for  every  school  in  the  state  to  be 
adopted  by  a  business,  and  every  child  to  have 
a  men  tor." 

He  acknowledged  the  increasing  costs  of 
highereducation.citingthe$30.000debthis 
son  George  had  accumulated  as  a  law  school 
student,  and  recommended  the  grads  "begin 
setting  money  aside  as  early  as  possible  for 
your  children's  education." 

(When  Voinovich  came  to  campus  as  a 
freshman  in  1954.  costs  for  the  two-semester 
academic  year,  including  tuition,  room  and 
board,  totaled  $708,  compared  to  the  S6. 195 
seniors  in  '90-9 1  paid. ) 

He  also  asked  the  seniors  to  "devote  at  least 
some  of  your  time,  talent  and  energies  to  [in 
addition  to  education  ]  other  worthwhile 
causes  where  volunteer  help  will  make  the 
difference." 

Voinovich  concluded  by  recommending  a 
perspective  "learned  in  my  101  philosophy 
course.  It's  the  Greek  concept  of 
Eudaimonia,  which  was  Aristotle's  word  for 
happiness,  defined  as  proper  balance  in 
life. "  He  urged  graduates  to  remember  the 
inscription  on  the  campus  gate  that 
embodies  that  balance.  "So  depart  that  daily 
thou  mayest  serve  thy  fellowman.  thy  country 
and  thy  God." 

During  the  ceremonies.  Janet  Voinovich 
became  the  third  member  of  her  family  to  join 
the  Ohio  University  alumni  ranks,  joining  her 
husband andheryounger son,  Peter,  BFA '90. 
Mrs.  Voinovich  was  made  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Class  of  1 99 1  for  her  "shared 
role  of  public  service"  as  the  state's  First  Lady 
and  for  her  volunteer  work  with  the  youth 
of  Ohio. 

In  her  remarks.  Senior  Class  President 
Molly  Shierson,  BBA  '9 1 .  told  her  fellow 
graduates.  "The  wild  and  crazy  days  and 
nights  at  OU  were  exciting  for  us,  but  the 
opportunities  that  lie  ahead  are  even 
more  exciting." 

Members  of  the  Class  of  1 99 1 ,  degrees 
conferred,  left  the  Convocation  Center  and 
went  out  into  the  sunshine  of  a  perfect  day 
to  get  started  seeking  those  exciting 
opportunities.  □ 
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With  more  than  two  years  until  the 
scheduled  conclusion  of  the  Third 
Century  Campaign,  three-fourths 
ofthe  S100  million  goal  already  has  been 
reached,  according  to  Bob  Axline  '57,  general 
co-chair. 

"Certain  areas,  like  the  College  of 
Engineering  and  Technology,  art'  doing 
extremely  well."  Axline  says.  "1  think  we're  on 
our  way  to  surpassing  that  $100  million 
overall  goal." 

Engineering — 57  percent  over  its  initial 
$10  million  goal— is  increasing  that  goal  to 
$20  million,  according  to  Cruse  Moss  '48. 
chair  ofthe  college's  major  gifts  committee. 

More  good  news  comes  from  the  Third 
Century  faculty/staff  phase,  which  surpassed 
its  Si  million  goal  six  weeks  ahead  of 
schedule. 

Contributions  to  date  total  more  than  SI. 2 
million,  according  to  Professor  of  Sociology 
EricWagner.  faculty/staff  chair,  and  25  I.  u  ultj 
and  staff  members  have  joined  the  Trustees' 
Academy,  making  at  least  a  $10,000 
commitment. 

Other  strong  showings  came  from 
University  College,  now  at  98  percent  of  its 
$1  million  goal,  and  Athletics,  at  95  percent 
of  its  $4  million  goal. 

Several  major  gifts,  including  one  made 
by  Cruse  Moss,  helped  the  College  of 
Engineering  and  Technology  reach  157 
percent  of  its  initial  goal. 

Moss,  chairman  ofthe  Flxible  Corporation 
in  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  General  Automotive 
Corporation  (G.A.C. Jin  Ann  Arbor,  Mich., 
made  a  $400,000  gift  to  establish  a  named 
professorship  in  engineering  education  and 
enhance  an  existing  professorship  in 
mechanical  engineering  he  had  funded. 

Moss,  who  earned  his  degree  in  industrial 
engineering  and  was  awarded  an  honorary 
doctorate  in  1 985.  has  a  long  record  of 
support  for  the  college  and  the  University. 
He  was  awarded  the  Alumni  Association's 
highesthonor,  the  Medal  of  Merit,  in  1967. 

From  1964-75.  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Ohio 
University  Foundation,  serving  as  president 
in  1968.  He  is  a  former  member  of  the  College 
of  Business  Administration's  Executive 
Advisory  Board,  and  a  current  member  of 
the  College  of  Engineering  and  Technology's 
Board  of  Visitors.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Trustees'  Academy. 

Twootherrecent  College  of  Engineering  and 
Technology  gifts  include  a  Model  2500 
Microwave  Landing  System  (MLS)  from  the 
Hazeltine  Corporation  of  Greenlawn.  N.Y.. 
and  a  $50,000  commitment  from  the 
AMETEK  Foundation  in  honor  of  the 
University's  oldest  living  engineering 
alumnus,  98-vear-old  James  D.  Cole  "13. 

The  Hazeltine  gift  is  valued  at  $300,000 
and,  according  to  Robert  Lilley.  director 
of  the  University's  Avionics  Engineering 
Center,  "will  make  our  research  data  more 
meaningful,  since  it  represents  current  MLS 
standards. 

The  Avionics  Engineering  Center  was 
founded  in  1963  to  develop  and  apply  new 
technology  in  aviation  electronics.  Since 
then,  the  center  has  gained  more  than  $20 
million  in  contracts  for  research  including 
MLS  evaluation  and  improvement. 

The  AMETEK  Foundation  gift  establishes 
the  AMETEK/James  D.  Cole  Endowed 
Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  annually  to 
qualified  students — with  an  emphasis  on 
women  and  minorities — who  are  seeking  an 
undergraduate  degree  in  engineering  or 
industrial  technology. 

AMETEK.  a  NYSE  Fortune  500  industrial 
manufacturer,  is  a  major  producer  of  motors 
used  in  vacuum  cleaners,  computers  and 
business  machines.  Cole  distinguished 
himself  as  the  'father"  of  the  design  for  small 
vacuum  producing  motors  and  obtained  1 3 
patents  while  working  at  AMETEK's  Electric 
Division  in  Kent.  Ohio.  □

I  won't  use  this  column  to  rehash  the 
many  problems  that  exist  in  college  and 
professional  sports,  but  to  express  a  personal 
feeling  about  Ohio  University  athletics  and 
alumni  involvement  in  the  Bobcat  program. 

The  Alumni  Association  has  a  long  history 
of  close  ties  with  the  athletic  program  and  its 
teams.  And  we've  tried  to  establish  an  even 
stronger  relationship  recently  because  both 
programs  can  play  off  each  other's  success. 

We're  fortunate  to  have  the  support  of 
Athletic  Director  Harold  McElhaney.  his  staff 
and  our  outstanding  coaches.  In  turn,  our 
staff  believes  strongly  in  supporting  all 
Bobcat  teams. 

Some  of  the  ways  we  show  that  support 
include: 

•  Direct  financial  support  of  programs  such 
as  the  Hall  of  Fame  banquet  and  ticket 
purchases  for  our  chapter  leaders;  and 
indirect  support,  such  as  promoting  ticket 
sales  for  athletic  contests. 

•  Sponsorship  of  pre-game  alumni  events  at 
selected  football,  basketball  and  baseball  away 

•  General  coordination  of  Homecoming.

*  Utilizing  athletic  personnel  as  speakers  at 
alumni  chapter  events. 

Recently,  we  published  "Student  Athlete 
Recruiting:  AGuide  for  Alumni  and  Friendsof 
Ohio  University, "a pamphlet  explaining 
NCAA  recruiting  policies  and  what  alumni 
are  allowed  or  not  allowed  to  do  for  Ohio 
University. 

Our  outlining  of  the  do's  and  don'ts 
dovetailed  neatly  with  the  recently  published 
Knight  Commission  Report,  "Keeping  Faith 
with  the  Student  Athlete.  A  New  Model  for 
Intercollegiate  Athletics, "  which  has  received 
much  national  publicity. 

In  part,  the  report  gives  alumni  a  specific 
charge:  "In  the  marketplace,  the  value  of  your 
degree  is  based  on  your  institution's 
reputation  today,  not  the  reputation  it  enjoyed 
when  you  were  students.  You  can  help  protect 
the  stake  you  hold  in  that  degree  by  insisting 
that  the  athletics  program  is  directed  along 
ethical  lines. 

"Through  your  formal  participation  in 
structures  such  as  governing  boards,  alumni 
boards,  athletic  councils  and  local  alumni 
clubs,  you  can  insist  that  your  institution 
holds  fast  to  the  reform  model  we  present 
here." 

In  other  words,  as  alumni  you  should 
support  presidential  control  of  athletic 
programs.  Fortunately,  through  the 
leadership  of  President  Ping,  we  have  that 
control.  Our  graduation  rate  for  athletes  is 
consistently  better  than  the  national  average, 
and  the  athletic  program  continues  to 
maintain  its  integrity.

Whan  took  early  retirement  in  1986.  but 
continued  to  teach  winter  quarter  until  he 
turned  70.  He  plans  to  use  hisspare  time"baking 

bread,  reading  books,  being

After  undergraduates  voted  him  a  University 
Professor  an  embarrassing  number  of  times. 
Whan  became  the  only  faculty  member  to  receive 
the  title  University  Professor  in  Perpetuity. 

In  1 985 ,  he  was  selected  as  one  of  25 
semifinalists  nationwide  for  the  Council  for  the 
Advancement  and  Support  of  Education's 
Professor  of  the  Year  Award. 

For  several  years.  Whan  has  been  volunteering 
at  a  local  shelter  for  the  homeless  and  with  the 
Athens  Area  Hospice.  "I'm  interested  in  living 
and  dying,"  Whan  said  at  a  department 
retirement  celebration  in  Ellis  Hall.  "Ill  continue 
to  volunteer  my  services  to  these  places  because  I 
enjoy  doing  it." 

Professor  of  English  Peter  Heidtmann  said 
after  the  celebration,  "Edgar  is  just  one  of  a  kind. 
One  person  summed  up  what  a  lot  of  us  have  been 
thinking  by  saying.  "We  need  tocarryon  his  spirit 
of  positive  resistance.'" 

One  thing  Whan  resisted  was  the  idea  of  a 
retirement  gift.  "Ill  throw  it  out  the  window."  he 
said,  with  enthusiasm.  Instead,  the  department 
is  creating  a  fund  through  the  Ohio  University 
Foundation  to  establish  a  student  award  in 
Whan's  honor— in  perpetuity. 


University  opens 
English  language 
center  in  Komaki  City 

An  agreement  signed  in  May  by  Mayor  Kaoru 
Sahasi  of  Komaki  City.  Japan,  and  Ohio 
University  led  to  the  opening  of  an  English 
teaching  center  in  the  Japanese  city  June  15. 

Ohio  Program  of  Intensive  English  faculty 
member  Cynthia  Holliday  is  directing  the  center, 
and  will  be  joined  by  two  other  OPIE  instructors 
to  provide  instruction  to  the  250  Japanese 
students  and  business  people  expected  to  enroll 
in  the  program. 

Komaki  City  has  a  population  of  1 30.000  and 
is  a  suburb  of  Nagoya  in  central  Japan. 

Vice  President  for  Regional  Higher  Education 
James  Bryant  said  Ohio  University  hopes  that 
the  opening  of  the  teaching  center  will  be  the  first 
step  in  a  long-running  educational  partnership 
with  Komaki  City. 

OPIE  began  teaching  English  as  a  foreign 
language  in  Nagoya  last  March  as  part  of  a 
cooperative  effort  with  the  University's  sister 
institution,  Chubu  University. 

OPIE  is  also  coordinating  an  English  training 
program  with  Saitama  Prefecture  in  Japan,  part 
of  a  sister-state  agreement  between  Ohio  and 
Saitama.

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He  later  served  as  dean  of  admissions  and 
financial  aid  at  the  University  of  Denver  and  as 
assistant  vice  chancellor  for  enrollment  services 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Asheville 
before  returning  to  Muskingum  as  vice  president 
for  enrollment. 

Howard,  46,  replaces  Jim  Walters,  the 
University's  highly  respected  directorof 
admissions  for  16  years.  Walters  began  his 
new  duties  as  associate  vice  chancellor  for 
admissions  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill  in  June. 

Tve  known  Ohio  University  and  Jim  Walters 
and  his  staff  a  long  time,"  Howard  says.  "That 
knowledge  played  a  large  part  in  my  initial 
interest  in  thejob.  I'll  be  working  to  maintain  and 
move  ahead  a  terrific  program." 

Howard  found  a  bright  picture  when  he  took 
over  his  new  post.  Freshman  applications  for 
1991-92  totaled  10,546.  an  8  percent  increase 
over  last  year,  and  the  highest  of  any  state  school. 

OPIE  coordinates  project 
in  Eastern  Europe 

Ohio  University  is  the  lead  institution  in  a  one- 
year  project  designed  to  improve  the  teaching  of 
American  English  in  Eastern  Europe. 

The  University's  Ohio  Program  of  Intensive 
English  is  coordinating  a  project  involving 
intensive  English  programs  at  1 0  member 
schools  of  the  Consortium  of  University  and 
College  Intensive  English  Programs. 

"There  Is  a  high  interest  in  American  English 
and  a  strong  commitment  to  improving  teaching 
methods  in  Eastern  Europe."  according  to  OPIE 
and  project  director  Charles  Mickelson. 

A  $75,000  grant  from  the  U.S.  Information 
Agency  is  funding  three  trips  to  Eastern  Europe 


by  project  participants  to  provide  teacher 
training  workshops  and  conferences. 

"The  U.S.  contingent  will  focus  on  improving 
teaching  techniques  and  broadening  the 
teachers'  knowledge  of  American  culture, " 
Mickelson  says. 

The  first  project  faculty  presented  workshops 
in  Romania  and  Bulgaria  in  April,  and,  in  June, 
Ohio  University  OPIE  instructor  Gerry  Krzic 
joined  two  faculty  from  Colorado  to  give  a  two- 
week  workshop  for  60  teachers  in  Hungary. 

In  October,  faculty  from  campuses  in  Texas, 
Kansas  and  New  York  will  spend  three  weeks  in 
Poland  and  Czechoslovakia. 

Mickelson  hopes  the  program  will  stimulate 
interest  in  improved  teaching  techniques  and 
methods  and  give  USLA  officials  an  accurate 

ntofEast  European  language  needs. 


IVustees  approve  new  home 
on  The  Ridges  for  Ohio 
University  Museum  of 
American  Art 

The  Athens  Mental  Health  Center's  red  brick 
Victorian  administration  building  will  have  a 
new  mission  in  the  University's  third  century:  it 
will  become  the  Ohio  University  Museum  of 
American  Art. 

At  its  June  meeting,  the  University  Board  of 
Trustees  approved  the  new  museum's  name,  its 
focus  on  American  art.  and  its  location  in  this 
most  visible  1 1 7-year-old  landmark  of  The 
Ridges,  a  700-acre  site  that  includes  the  mental 
health  center  grounds. 

The  last  units  of  the  mental  health  center  plan 
to  move  to  a  new  building  near  O'Bleness 
Hospital  next  year. 

The  Ohio  General  Assembly  had  previously 
endorsed  spending  S4  million  to  renovate 
HaningHall  for  the  new  art  museum. 

But  when  museum  planning  and  architectural 
consultants  reviewed  the  space  needed  to 
accommodate  the  first  two  collections  destined 
for  the  museum,  "it  was  clear  that  Haning  Hall 
would  overflow  when  first  opened. "  said  Martha 
Turnage.  vice  president  for  university  relations 
and  chairwoman  of  a  committee  assisting  with 
design  work. 

Turnage  said  that  in  the  long  run.  The  Ridges 
building  offers  50  percent  more  developable 
space  at  slightly  less  cost  per  square  foot,  and 
plenty  of  parking. 

In  other  action,  the  University  Trustees: 

*  Approved  a  five-year  capital  improvement 
program  that  includes  a  S  14.2  million 
biotechnology  and  bioengineering  research 
center  on  The  Ridges.  If  approved  by  the  state  for 
the  1993-94  funding  cycle,  itwill  become  the  first 
new  research  facility  built  at  Ohio  University 
since  construction  began  on  the  Edwards 
Accelerator  Laboratory  in  1967. 

*  Approved  granting  a  one-year  option  for 
about  1 7  acres  of  The  Ridges  to  developers 
Highpointe  Retirement  Village.  Inc.,  while  the 
group  seeks  financing  for  a  retirement  center. 
The  University  would  contribute  utilities  and 
roadway  work  in  return  for  four  housing  units. 
These  units  could  be  used  by  visiting  faculty 
members,  including  retired  but  still  productive 
researchers  and  teachers. 

•  Approved  a  S229  million  budget  for  1991-92. 
However,  since  state  subsidies  for  the  year  won't 
be  known  until  the  state  enacts  a  permanent 
budget  after  July  30,  trustees  authorized 
President  Charles  J.  Ping  to  adjust  the  operating 
budget  and  tuition  charges  to  reflect  state 
revenues. 

•  Established  a  new  Institute  of  Nuclear  and 
Particle  Physics.  The  institute  is  described  by 
Physics  and  Astronomy  Department  scientists 
as  the  "natural  vehicle  for  sponsoring  joint 
seminars,  inviting  visitingguests,  maintaining 
accelerator  operations  and  working  with 

the  Condensed  Matter  and  Surface  Science 
Program. "  It  also  provides  a  clearly  identifiable 
academic  unit  for  joint  funding  proposals  to 
state  and  federal  agencies.

Coach  Lichtenberg: 
Football  Bobcats  are 
headed  in  right  direction 

Football  Coach  Tom  Lichtenberg  will  open  his 
second  fall  practice  Aug.  7  with  what  he  believes 
will  be  an  improved  but  inexperienced  team. 

"I  think  we're  headed  in  the  right  direction." 
says  Lichtenberg.  whose  Bobcats  were  1  -9- 1  at 
the  end  of  last  season.  "Last  year,  we  had  to  play 
with  what  we  had.  This  year,  we  should  be  bigger, 
faster  and  stronger,  and  we  will  get  help  from  our 
first  recruiting  class." 

The  '91  team  will  rely  on  the  experience  of  a 
handful  of  upperclassmen  and  the  strength  of 
a  highly  rated  freshman  class,  of  which  the 
majority  were  red-shirted  last  season. 

Only  1 1  seniors  were  listed  on  the  85-man 
spring  practice  roster,  and  only  two  are  expected 
to  start. 

Which  quarterback  can  put  the  ball  in  the 
hands  of  a  speedy,  talented  corps  of  wide 
receivers  is  the  biggest  question  facing 
Lichtenberg  and  his  coaching  staff. 

Lichtenberg  says  he  hopes  to  red-shirt  two 
incoming  quarterback  recruits— his  son  Bubba. 
an  all-state  standout,  and  Antonio  Davis.  They 
were  part  of  a  23-member  recruiting  class  that 
included  10  all-state  players. 

Besides  the  wide  receivers,  other  reasons  lor 
optimism  include  an  improved  offensive  line, 
experienced  special  teams  and  depth  at  running 
back,  where  three  lop  rushers  return.  Returning 
starter  Ricky  Howell  led  the '90  team  in  rushing 
with  832  yards  from  his  tailback  slot. 

Lichtenberg  says  a  stepped  up  winter 
conditioningprogramshould  resull  in  a 
stronger,  more  physical  team  this  year.  He  says 
more  lhan  50  players  can  now  bench  press  300 
pounds  or  better,  compared  to  only  15ayearago. 

University  will  retain 
its  MAC  membership 

Ohio  University  will  remain  solidly  in  the 
Mid-American  Conference,  which  it  helped  to 
found  in  1946. 

That  clear  resolution  was  one  of  several  on  the 
subject  ol  intercollegiate  athletics  voted  on 
during  the  June  meeting  ol  the  University  Board 
ofTrustees. 

University  trustees  voted  after  reviewing  a 
Faculty  Senate  ad  hoc  committee's  suggestion 
to  downgrade  the  University's  football  program 
from  Division  1-Ato  1-AAasa  way  to  cut  costs  by 
reducing  athletic  scholarships  and  coaching 
positions — and  a  provost's  office  analysis  which 
concluded  that  such  a  move  would  cost  more 
money  than  It  would  save. 

Trustees  affirmed  "as  a  matter  of  institutional 
policy,  support  of  intercollegiate  athletics  for 
men  and  women  as  part  of  the  educational 
mission  of  the  University.  " 

Trustees  also  welcomed  the  interest  of  the 
University  community  and  the  MAC  "in  the 
continuing  debate  and  efforts  to  reform 


intercollegiate  athletics  to  further  academic  and 
fiscal  integrity." 

MAC  Commissioner  Karl  Benson  said  he  was 
"obviously  very  pleased  with  this  acl  ion  bv  the 
board  of  trustees.  Ohio  University  has  been  a  very 
good  member  of  the  conference.  We  look  forward 
to  the  university's  continued  participation  as  the 
Mid-American  Conference  grows  in  the  future.'' 

Edison  Center  research  makes 
news  around  the  world 

An  Ohio  University  experiment  with  a  gene 
sequence  that  blocks  viruses  of  the  type  that 
cause  leukemia  and  AIDS  has  attracted  news 
media  attention  from  China  to  Germany. 

An  article  in  the  May  15  Proceedings  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Sciences  by  University 
researchers  Thomas  E.  Wagner.  Lei  Han 
and  JeungS.  Yunof  the  Edison  Animal 
Biotechnology  Center  describes  how  antisense 
RNA — a  molecule  that  cancels  out  the  sense  of 
gene  sequences  essential  to  the  replication  of 
viruses — arrested  the  development  of  leukemia 

The  discovery  was  reported  by  an  Associated 
Press  science  writer  in  Washington,  a  reporter  for 
Scientific  American  and  other  science  writers. 
Stories  appeared  in  newspapers  across  the 
United  States. 

Foreign  news  media  that  picked  up  the  story 
included  The  Japan  Economic  Journal.  Xinhua 
News  Agency  of  China,  Quick  magazine  in 
Munich  and  the  Daily  Telegraph  in  London. 

The  importance  of  the  Ohio  University 
discovery  was  underscored  by  the  doctor  at  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  who  headed  the  first 
medical  group  to  perform  human  gene  therapy 
last  September. 

"This  is  the  first  clear  demonstration  that 
antisense  can  be  used  to  block  a  retrovirus 
infection, "saidW.  French  Anderson,  chief  of 
molecular  hematology  at  the  National  Heart. 
Lung,  and  Blood  Institute. 

Han.  who  conducted  the  experiments  in 
Wagner's  lab  as  part  of  her  doctoral  studies  in  the 
Ohio  University  Molecular  and  Cellular  Biology 
Program,  will  be  joining  the  gene  therapy 
program  that  Anderson  heads. 

Anderson  said  he  considers  thejournal  article 
"very  important"  for  researchers  in  human  gene 
therapy  because  "it  is  a  model  system  that  shows 
the  concept  works. 

"Once  people  know  that  a  theory  works — 
namely,  that  gettingantisense  RNA  into  the 
appropriate  cells  will  have  a  biological  effect — 
then  they  are  much  more  motivated  to  develop 
delivery  techniques  that  will  be  clinically  useful." 

Research  contract 
signed  for  copying 
prize  cattle  lines 

Ohio  University's  Edison  Animal 
Biotechnology  Center  signed  a  S300.000  two- 
year  research  contract  with  Slolle  Research  and 
Development  Corp.  of  Cincinnati  in  April  to 
develop  technology  to  improve  dairy  and  beef 
herds. 

Under  legislative  guidelines  for  Ohio's  Edison 
Center  programs,  university  laboratories  form 
partnerships  with  private  firms  that  can  develop 
laboratory  ideas  commercially. 

"We  selected  Ohio  University  for  this  project 
because  of  the  pioneering  research  in  animal 
genet  Us  conducted  by  Professor  Thomas 
Wagner.  EABC's  sclent  ilic  director.'"  said  Lee 
Beck,  Stolle's  executive  vice  president. 

The  contract  calls  for  research  into  the  best 
ways  to  apply  an  embryonic  stem  cell  duplicat  ion 
process  to  cattle. 

After  Slolle  selects  superior  cattle  bred  by 
conventional  methods.  EABC  is  expected  to 
develop  a  commercial  methodology  to  make 
those  same  genetic  lines  express  themselves  in 
succeeding  generations.

The  Malaysia-Ohio  University  connection 
began  in  Nigeria. 

Current  Deputy  King  Tuanku  Ja'afar  met 
University  officials  in  1965.  while  he  was 
Malaysian  High  Commissioner  to  Nigeria. 
He  was  impressed  with  Ohio  University's 
program  in  Nigeria  and  suggested  that  the 
University  try  a  similar  program  in  Malaysia, 
emphasizing  business  and  commercial 
studies.

from  ITM  on  the  Athens  campus.  Seven  years 
later,  the  first  Ohio  University  business 
courses  were  started  in  Malaysia. 

Today.  Malaysians  make  up  the  largest 
international  alumni  group  —  more  than 
1.000. 

Among  other  initiatives,  the  Tun  Abdul 
Razak  Chair  in  Southeast  Asian  Studies  at 
Ohio  University  was  endowed  in  1 980  by  the 
Malaysian  government.  Six  distinguished 
visiting  Malaysian  professors  have  been 
appointed  to  the  position  so  far. 


In  1985,  the  Malaysian  government 
announced  the  creation  of  the  Malaysian 
Resource  Center  at  Ohio  University  and 
designated  the  University  as  sole  depository 
library  for  Malaysian  government  materials 
in  North  America. 

In  1990.  the  man  who  catalyzed  the 
connection.  Tuanku  Ja'afar.  was  awarded  an 
honorary  degree  by  Ohio  University 
in  ceremonies  in  Malaysia  that  received 
extensive  media  coverage  there.  D

She  played  June 
in  both  productions  of  "Smoke  on  the 
Mountain,"  and  Camelle  in  'The  Miss 
FirecrackerContesf'attheMcCarterTheatre. 


Ray  left  New  York  in  January  to  head  to 
Los  Angeles  for  television's  pilot  season.  "I 
thought  a  role  as  the  wacky  next  door 
neighbor  would  be  the  next  step. "  she  says. 
Instead,  she  will  be  starring  in  a  new 
NBC/Disney  Productions  sitcom.  "The 
Torkelsons."  this  fall. 

"My  life  hasjust  exploded  and  it's  really 
scan', "  Ray  says.  "We  have  a  great  time  slot  — 
after  "Golden  Girls"  and  before"Empty  Nest" 
on  Saturdays— and  I  play  a  Lucy-like  Mom 
with  five  kids  andacreditoralwavsat  the 
door." 

She  thinks  she'll  be  able  to  combine  her 
acting  and  playwrighting  talents  by  writing 
for  the  new  show  too. 

Meanwhile,  this  summer.  "Smokeon  the 
Mountain"  continues  to  charmaudiences.  It's 
being  staged  "by  at  least  1 5  theaters  around 
the  country,"  according  to  Bailey.

Rick  Johnson 


Jora  Young  defended  her  thesis 
on  Feb.  17.  1 984  to  complete 
work  on  a  master's  in 
environmental  studies,  and 
1 0  days  later  joined  the  Nature 
Conservancy  staff. 

Today,  she  is  director  of  science  and 
stewardship  for  the  Nature  Conservancy's 
Florida  region,  heading  a  staff  of  15. 

"We're  responsible  for  management  of  all 
oursanctuaries— 31  of  them —and  overseeing 
development  of  research , "  she  says.  "We 
also  have  an  internship  program  and  an 
international  research  program,  with  visiting 
scientists  and  conservationists,  and  we  have 
research  stations  at  Lake  Wales  Ridge  and 
Apalaehicola." 

Young,  who  came  to  the  graduate  program 
from  a  post  as  park  ranger  in  Miami  County, 
says.  "OU  gave  me  the  program  I  wanted ...  It 
was  terrific  preparation  for  the  real  world." 

The  MSES  program  is  an  interdisciplinary 
effort,  with  participating  faculty  from  five 
colleges  and  15  departments.  It  offers  four 
areas  of  concentration:  geological  sciences, 
physical  and  earth  sciences,  environmental 
design  and  planning,  and  environmental 
monitoring,  as  well  as  individualized 
programs  to  match  career  and  research 
interests. 

"If  you're  going  to  do  environmental  work, 
you'll  encounter  work  that  is  part  science. 


part  politics,  part  sociology."  Young  says. 

"The  MSES  program  required  you  to 
compete  with  majors  in  various  fields  —  and 
get  the  support  of  faculty  on  your  committee 
when  you  weren't  one  of  their  track 
students  —that's  very  much  real  world." 

She  also  says  she  had  to  become  "familiar 
with  the  language  and  literature  of  many 
fields  —  not  just  botany.  It  was  a  very  eclectic 
menu,  and  there  wasn't  one  course  I  haven't 
used." 

Young's  comments  are  reinforced  by  Harold 
O'Connell,  a  1 988  graduate  whojoined  the 
Ohio  Environmental  Protection  Agency  a 
week  after  completing  his  MSES  work.  He 
earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  environmental 
geography  in  1986  and  came  into  the 
graduate  program  "focused  on  the  EPA 
fromthestart." 

This  year,  he  was  named  an  Ohio  EPA 
Employee  of  the  Year,  the  agency's  highest 
award,  for  his  work  with  the  Division  of  Solid 
and  Hazardous  Waste  Management  in  the 
agency's  Southwest  region . 


'The  program,  of 
our  time' 


"I  liked  the  structure  of  the  master's 
program,  the  multi-disciplinaryapproach 
and  the  support  of  the  faculty.  In  my  case, 
Nancy  Bain  and  Ron  Isaac  (geography  faculty) 
were  of  particular  influence  and  help  to  me." 
O'Connell  says. 

In  May.  Riek  Johnson.  MS  77.  came  back  to 
campus  tobe  honored  for  hisachievementsby 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  to  talk 
with  current  MSES  students  about  career 
trends  and  opportunities. 

He  focused  on  the  two  tracksenvironmental 
studies  graduates  take:  program 
management  or  the  technical  side. 

"I'm  a  tech  person  but  I've  gone  the 
management  track, "said  Johnson,  who 
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earned  an  undergrad  engineering  degree 
from  Duke.  "Most  entry-level  engineers  and 
scientists  start  in  field-type  work,  but  find 
that  can  get  old." 

He  said  three  major  areas  providejob 
opportunities:  regulator,' agencies,  industry 
and  consulting.  "Number  one  is  industry. 
Compliance  is  a  $50  billion  business  today, 
requiring  environmental  staffs  and 
consultants." 

Regulatory  agencies  are  the  training 
ground  for  industry  and  consulting,  Johnson 
said,  "but  if  you  want  to  do  satisfying  work 
and  make  top  salary,  you  have  to  go  into 
project  management." 

That's  what  Johnson  did.  He's  now  vice 
president  of  the  Oak  Ridge-Atlanta  operation 
of  Camp  Dresser  &  McKee's  Federal  Programs 
Corp.  Camp  Dresser  is  the  nation's  largest 
firm  specializing  in  environmental 
consulting. 

A  theme  Johnson  stressed  was  the  need  to 
keep  polishing  both  communication  skills 
and  regulatory  knowledge. 

It  was  a  theme  echoed  by  Young  and 
O'Connell.  Young  said  she  appreciated  the 
written  and  computer  skills  the 
interdisciplinary  program  gave  her— "I  do 
a  lot  of  writing."  she  says.  O'Connell  said  he 
had  found  the  EPA'a  great  place  to  get  fam  iliar 
with  regulations,  rulings,  interpretations 
and  applications,  and  to  combine  the 
technical  and  management  sides." 

Both  spoke  of  careers  involving  work  with 
local,  state  and  regional  governmental  units 
as  well  as  with  conservation  and  public 
interest  groups,  and  O'Connell  said  he 
frequently  was  called  on  to  translate  highly 
technical  regulations  into  layman's  language 
in  dealing  with  the  public. 

Professor  of  Geological  Sciences  Geoff 
Smith,  who  turned  over  directorship  of  the 
MSES  program  to  Professor  of  Botany  Irwin 
Ungar  this  summer,  says  the  program  has 
grown  by  "several  orders  of  magnitude"  in 
recent  years,  and  now  has  40-50  students  and 
more  than  100  alumni.  "They  form  a  network 
and  give  a  lot  of  external  public  relations,"  he 
said,  adding  "the  University  can  make  this 
program  whatever  it  wants  it  to  be." 

Any  interdisciplinary  graduate  program 
asks  a  lot  of  faculty,  who  must  meet  their  own 
departmental  responsibilities  and  those  of 
MSES  students  who  require  thesis  and 
research  directors  and  committees. 

That  such  efforts  are  acknowledged  is 
illustrated  when  Young  mentions  in  swift 
succession  faculty  "who  really  helped  me  find 
funds  and  gave  me  lab  space  and  jobs,  not  to 
mention  guidance  and  encouragement  — 
Ted  Bernard,  Phil  Cantino,  Dr.  Wistendahl 
and  Dr.  Ungar. 

"I  was  the  teaching  assistant  for  Dr. 
Bernard's  resource  managment  course  lab." 
Young  says.  "He's  a  great  teacher  and  has 
influenced  a  lot  of  students." 

Bernard,  with  MSES  since  its  inception, 
calls  environmental  studies  "definitely  a  field 
ofthe  1990s,  the  program  of  our  time,  with 
increasing  numbers  of  fine  students  and 
increasing  number  of  contacts  and 
opportunities  out  there."  O

Blending  Three  Worlds 

Philip  Gordon  savors  the  irony  that  saw 
him  change  from  an  undergraduate 
who  protested  to  Professor  of 
Philosophy  Robert  Wieman  about  the  foreign 
language  requirement — "I  told  him  the 
requirement  was  not  a  good  idea" — into  a 
dual  French/philosophy  major  now  fluent 
in  French  and  Italian  and  launched  on 
an  international  career. 

"I  found  out  I  could  meet  the  language 
requirement  in  one  year  instead  of  two  if  1  did 
spring  quarter  in  France,"  Gordon  says.  "As  it 
turned  out,  it  was  in  Tours,  with  Marie  Claire 
and  Bill  Wrage  (Department  of  Modem 
Languages  faculty)  and  I  had  a  great  time. 
My  interest  in  French  and  France  grew,  and 


1  decided  that,  if  pressed.  1  could  do  a  double 
major  in  Arts  and  Sciences." 

Like  many  others.  Gordon  had  come  to 
campus  interested  in  journalism  and 
knowing "OU  had  a  good  communication 
school."  He  didn't  have  to  leave  home  to  leam 
about  the  University,  since  his  parents,  Sol 
and  Winifred  Saxon  Gordon,  are  1954  alumni 
of  the  College  of  Education,  and  his  brother. 
Gary,  earned  an  MFA  on  campus  in  1 979. 

As  an  upperclassman.  Gordon  took 
contemporary  history  courses — "the 
diplomatic  history  series  with  John  Gaddis." 
became  interested  in  international  affairs, 
decided  to  go  on  to  graduate  school,  and 
applied  to  The  Johns  Hopkins'  School  of 
Advanced  International  Studies  (SAIS) .  and 
was  accepted. 

He  earned  his  MA.  in  International 
Relations  in  1987.  and  early  this  year 
successfully  defended  his  dissertation  and 
earned  his  PhD  in  European  Studies. 

In  theyearssinceleavingAthens.  he'salso 
held  a  Fulbright  to  Epernay.  France,  spent  a 
yearat  Bologna.  Italy,  where  he  met  his  wife. 
Rachel,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Sussex, 
England,  and  spent  1988-89  at  the  Institut 
d'Etudes  Politiques  in  Paris. 

He's  taught  graduate  seminars  at  SAIS  and 
at  George  Mason  University,  served  as  an 
international  business  consultant,  and 
started  his  own  firm,  Gordon  International 
Associates.  He  also  served  as  project  director 
for  the  Washington  European  Seminar. 

"I  will  continue  to  transfer  between 
government,  consulting  and  academic 
worlds,'  he  says. 

Keeping  up  with  three  worlds  doesn't  leave 
a  lot  of  free  time,  but  Gordon  enjoys  tennis, 
running  and  basketball.  An  area  he  doesn't 
see  himself  active  in  is  politics.  "I  stay  away 
from  politics."  he  says.  _NancyRoe

Innovative  Spinal 
Surgery 

Robert  Biscup,  DO.,  harbors  cold 
memories  of  the  early  days  at  the 
■  College  of  Osteopathic  Medicine. 

"When  we  took  exams  that  first  year  in 
1 976,  there  were  days  when  we  didn't  have 
any  heat  in  the  rooms, "  Biscup  says.  "We  were 
in  the  classroom  with  coats  and  gloves  on . " 

Biscup.  like  the  college,  has  come  a  long  way 
since  then.  Now  a  practicing  orthopedic 
surgeon,  he  is  one  ofagroup  of  physicians 
practicing  at  the  Cleveland  Spine  and 
Arthritis  Center,  a  comprehensive  multi- 
disciplinary  facility  for  care  of  arthritic, 
orthopedic  and  spinal  disorders.  Biscup 
traces  the  origin  of  his  focus  on  spinal  surgery 
to  his  days  as  an  orthopedic  surgery  resident 


at  Brentwood  Hospital  and  Medical  Center. 

"As  part  of  my  residency  program  in  1 984, 
I  spent  some  time  with  Dr.  Arthur  Steffee. 
who  is  internationally  recognized  for  his 
developments  with  spinal  and  orthopedic 
implants. "  Biscup  says.  "He  and  I  co-authored 
an  article  on  his  new  spinal  plate  implant 
system  that  has  become  one  of  the  most 
quoted  articles  in  the  field. 

Then  in  1987.  Dr.  Steffee  and  Dr.  John 
Collis.  a  Cleveland  neurosurgeon,  established 
a  center  concentrating  on  spine  and 
orthopedic  problems, "  Biscup  says.  T  had 
been  working  in  a  group  practice  in  the  Lorain 
area  when  they  asked  me  to  join  them. " 

In  addition  to  Biscup.  OU-COM  grads 
Vemon  Patterson.  D.O  '84,  ZenosVangelos. 
D.O.  '85.  and  Jeff  Biro,  DO.  '81  have  joined 
the  center. 

The  Cleveland  Spine  and  Arthritis  Center's 
size  and  reputation  have  grown  quickly.  In 
addition  to  the  main  facility,  three  satellite 
clinics  have  been  established  in  Northeast 
Ohio,  and  the  center  is  gaining  international 
attention  in  the  field  of  spinal  implant  and 
joint  prosthesis.  According  to  Biscup.  75 
percent  of  the  surgeries  are  spine-related, 
and  more  than  800  spine  surgeries  were 
performed  last  year  alone. 

One  of  the  center's  research  interests  is 
development  of  a  "functional  artificial 
intervertebral  disc,"  Biscup  says.  His  next 
big  project  is  establishing  an  international 
training  facility  that  would  feature  multiple 
educational  approaches. 

Biscup  says  he  chose  to  specialize  in 
orthopedics  because  it  allows  him  to  utilize 
osteopathic  principles  and  manual  skills  in 
aiding  his  patients: 

"I  enjoy  using  my  hands  in  all  capacities,  as 
well  as  my  brain.  "

Shakespeare 
on  the  Prairies 

J^lbert  Marcel  Conslantineau  is  not 
£\  exactly  a  Hollywood-type  name.  But 
A  ^Lthen,  the  man  himself  is  not  exactly 
a  Hollywood-type  actor. 

Criticsat  the  Los  Angeles  Times  hailed 
him  as  "the  remarkable  Al  Constantineau" 
for  his  performances  at  Los  Angeles'  Grove 
Shakespeare  Festival,  one  of  the  top  such 
festivals  on  the  West  Coast.  "I  went  for 
Shakespeare,  which  is  better  for  the  soul, 
but  not  for  the  pocketbook."  he  says. 

Constantineau  lirst  decided  he  liked  acting 
when  he  landed  a  comic  role  in  a  Fairfield, 
Iowa,  community  production  of  "The  Taming 
of  the  Shrew."  directed  by  Sydney  Spayde. 
Spayde  was  Joel  Grey's  and  Hal  Holbrook's 
first  acting  teacher  and  has  60  years  of 
experience  in  professional  theater.  He  spotted 
Constantineau's  acting  talents  and  inspired 
him  to  attend  graduate  school  and  act 
professionally. 

Constantineau  chose  Ohio  University's 
School  of  Theater  with  its  three-year 
Professional  Actors  Training  Program,  and 
half- jokingly  compares  the  program  to  major 


surgery:  "It  may  not  be  pleasant  when  you're 
going  through  it.  but  you  come  out  much, 
much  healthier. "  He  appeared  in  both 
Mainstage  and  OVST  productions  on 
campus,  and  while  In  Athens  and  shorUy 
after,  spent  two  seasons  with  the  Wisconsin 
Shakespeare  Festival . 

Taking  the  advice  of  George  Sherman,  head 
of  the  directing  program.  Constantineau 
headed  to  Los  Angeles.  He  landed  a  part 


on  "Cagney  and  Lacey. "  did  a  TV  movie 
("A  Different  Affair"!  with  Ann  Archer  and 
Tony  Roberts,  and  performed  as  a  standup 
comedian  in  nightclubs. 

But  his  primary  interest  remained  classical 
theater.  "I  learned  in  LA  that  I  like  theater  the 
best.  It  wasn't  satisfying  to  me  to  have  to 
conform  to  a  certain  type  or  personality  for  TV 
or  films."  he  says. 

Eager  to  escape  the  fast  lane, 
Constantineau  moved  back  to  the  Midwest  in 
1990.  Earlier  this  year,  he  formed  the  Prairie 
Moon  Theater  Company  in  Fairfield,  Iowa, 
and  directed  and  acted  in  "As  You  Like  It." 

"Here  in  Iowa,"  says  Constantineau.  "it's 
wide  open.  I  can  do  what  Hike.  I'm  only  limited 
by  my  own  imagination  and  skills. " 

He's  now  planning  a  full  schedule  of  five 
plays  for  the  coming  year  for  Prairie  Moon, 
from  Shakespeare  to  American  classics 
to  contemporary  hits,  and  will  also  appear 
in  two  plays  with  the  Riverside  Company 
in  Iowa  City. 

His  advice  to  those  starting  out  in  acting  is, 
"If  you're  not  getting  anywhere  in  a  major  city, 
go  where  you  like  andjust  do  it.  Always 
remember  you're  an  artist  and  you'll  shine 
through."

Chillicothe.  and  North  Central  (Mansfield)  in 
Ohio;  and  in  Baltimore.  Md.;  and  Bangkok. 
Thailand. 

"This  growth  is  a  direct  tribute  to  our 
volunteers. "says  Dick  Polen.  alumni  relations 
director.  "It's  their  hard  work  and  dedication 
that's  brought  success." 

The  College  of  Health  and  Human  Services  and 
the  College  of  Communication  became  the 
newest  colleges  to  form  Societies  of  Alumni  and 
Friends  to  support  programming  and 
communication  with  their  alumni. 

Each  of  the  University's  colleges,  as  well  as 
some  schools  and  departments,  now  has  a 
Society  of  Alumni  and  Friends  or  a  Board  of 
Visitors  to  increase  opportunities  for  alumni  to 
remain  involved  with  their  academic  areas  in  a 
number  of  ways,  according  to  Harrison. 

Another  new  group  is  made  up  of  College  of 
Communication  graduates  in  the  Chicago  area, 
a  group  similar  to  the  Communication  Alumni 
Group  in  New  York/New  Jersey/Connecticut. 

The  year-end  roster  shows  52  domestic 
chapters  and  regional  constituent  groups;  10 
international  alumni  chapters  and  1  1  Societies 
of  Alumni  and  Friends  ready  and  waiting  to  serve 
the  120.000  alumni  of  Ohio  University  around 
the  country  and  the  world.

Sitting  in  her  North  Congress  Street 
apartment.  Greta  Walker  Moler  casts 
what  she  describes  as  "a  picturesque 
mind  "back  to  tum-of-the  century  Athens 
and.  at  95.  declares.  "I'm  glad  I've  lived 
through  so  many  years." 


She  and  her  sisters.  Gladys  and  Gertrude, 
were  known  as  the  "Three  G  s"  and  lived  "above 
what's  now  theGraffiti  Wall,  with  Professors 
Truedley  and  Chubb  as  neighbors,  as  well  as 
the  Phi  Delts.  and  a  watering  trough  below  on 
Mulberry  Street."  she  says. 

The  campus  she  walked  a  block  to  had 
an  enrollment  of  about  1 .000.  "We  knew 
everybody — professors  and  students. "  Mrs. 
Moler  says.  She  joined  Tri-Sig  sorority,  and 
her  sisters  were  Alpha  Gams. 

"It  was  entirely  different  then — everything 
was  formal.  We  had  calling  cards,  we  dressed 
up  for  classes,  and  on  Wednesday,  lor  chapel, 
we  wore  hats. 

Much  of  the  excitement  on  campus  was 
generated  by  Dean  Irma  Voigt.  who 
"organized  skits  and  shows,"  for  both  men 
and  women  students.  Mrs.  Moler  says, 
bringing  out  photographs  ol  groups  dressed 
in  sailor  suits  and  Scot  kilts. 

Athens  itself  has  changed  completely,  Mrs. 
Moler  says,  gesturing  toward  Court  Street. 
"I  can  remember  when  Court  Street  had  four 
grocery  stores,  four  dry  goods  stores  and  four 
shoe  shops. 

"So  many  changes!"  she  says,  without  a 
trace  of  regret.  "I've  tried  to  keep  up.  especially 
with  the  college  kids.  I  love  the  students." 

While  an  undergraduate,  she  married 
fellow  student  Harley  Moler.  an  Albany  man 
who  won  a  Varsity  O  in  tennis  and  was  a 


member  ofROTC.  His  senior  year,  he  received 
a  commission  and  was  sent  to  serve  with  the 
U.S.  Army  in  France  in  World  War  I. 

Harley  Moler  eventually  went  into  the 
family's  automobile  business  on  Court  Street 
and  later  served  as  deputy  registrar  of  motor 
vehicles  and  in  the  veterans  office.  For  40 
years,  the  Molers  lived  at  7  S.  College  Street, 
across  from  the  Chi  Omegas.  Then  came  the 
City  Parking  Garage,  and  the  Molers  moved 
to  North  Congress,  where  Mrs.  Moler  lives 
surrounded  by  the  students  she  enjoys. 

A  dedicated  volunteer,  Mrs.  Moler  served 
apples  and  cookies  to  servicemen  on  troop 
trains  passing  through  Athens  during  World 
War  II.  and  later  became  a  Red  Cross  Gray 
Lady.  She  amassed  10.000  hours  of  service 
in  blood  bank  and  chest-x-ray  programs 
and  Friday  visits  to  the  veterans  hospital 
in  Chillicothe. 

Now  she's  part  of  the  Senior  Center  Kitchen 
Band.  "We  go  to  rest  homes — Arcadia.  Klmes, 
Hickory  Creek,  the  Athens  County  Home — 
and  come  home  not  half  as  tired."  she  says. 

Not  even  impaired  vision  stops  her.  "Every 
Saturday  I  have  lunch  at  Woolworth's.  I  know 
every  brick  and  bad  place  on  the  route,  "she 
says.  She  travels  and  dines  out  frequen  t  ly. 

"I've  enjoyed  life."  she  says.  "We  never  had 
money,  but  we  had  good  family  and  friends, 
and  I've  tried  to  keep  up  with  things. "

Charlotte  Davis  Kasl  s  first  book. 
Women.  Sex  &  Addiction:  A  Sea  rch  for 
Loueand  Power,  published  in  1 989. 
received  critical  acclaim  as  aground-breaking 
examination  of  addiction  and  a  book  of 
healing  for  women.  When  the  first  excerpt  of 
the  book  appeared  in  Ms.  magazine  and  drew 
a  great  response,  Kasl  knew  she  had  found  an 
important  subject.  After  the  book  came  out, 
she  appeared  on  more  than  1 40  television  and 
radio  shows  discussing  the  topic  of  addiction 
and  codependency  in  women. 

Kasl  earned  her  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees  in  fine  arts  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1960  and  1962.  In  1969.  she 
joined  the  Ohio  University  School  of  Music 
faculty  as  an  instructor  in  piano,  and.  in 
1974.  she  began  taking  counseling  courses.

This  book  offers  further 
research  in  the  areas  of  addiction  and 
recovery. 

Kasl  is  in  her  last  year  of  therapy  practice. 
She  has  bought  her  dream  house  in  Missoula, 
Mont.,  her  hometown,  and  will  be  writing  and 
doing  workshops  only.  Her  plans  include 
writing  a  book,  titled  Lighten  Up,  while  she's 
learning  to  adjust  to  the  more  relaxing  pace  of 
life  in  Missoula.
